1. US REP JUNE 24 REPORTED TO COMMITTEE RESULTS OF AMERICAN SAMOA 
VOTE OF JUNE 18 AND STATUS OF SENATE SUBCOMMITTEE HEARINGS ON 
SUBMERGED LANDS. HE VOLUNTEERED THAT RECOUNT FIGURES OF SAMOAN 
ELECTIONS AND ANY ADDITIONAL INFORMATION AVAILABLE CONCERNING 
SENATE HEARINGS WOULD BE REPORTED AT COMMITTEE'S NEXT MEETING, 
JUNE 26 PM. CLOSING STATEMENTS ARE TO BE MADE AT THAT TIME. 

2. AUSTRALIAN REP (REID) CITED INCREASED POLITICAL EDUCATION IN 
SAMOA AND ASKED CONCERNING BIRTH CONTROL MEASURES THERE. HE 
SUGGESTED INCREASED VOTING POWER FOR INDIGINOUS POPULATION IN 
US VIRGIN ISLANDS. 

3. INDONESIAN REP (SIDIK) WAS FULL OF PRAISE FOR LEVEL OF 

POLITICAL EDUCATION IN AMERICAN SAMOA, INDUSTRIAL DEVELOPMENT, AND 
SAMOAN ASSUMPTION OF RESPONSIBILITIES IN EDUCATIONAL FIELD. 
CONCERNING GUAM, HE PARISED LEVEL OF POLITICAL LIFE, PACE OF 
ECONOMIC GROWTH, AND CONSIDERATION OF TRANSFER OF SUBMERGED 
LAND. HE ALSO EXPRESSED SATISFACTION THAT "QUESTION OF UN 
VISITNG MISSION TO GUAM WAS UNDER ACTIVE CONSIDERATION 
BY USG". 
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
